POINTS SCHOOL HYGIENE. 


child should allowed remain school sick, 
and teachers should constantly the alert for all 


such cases. Especially does this apply children with 
sore throats from which often proceed diphtheria and 
other infectious diseases. When child manifests the 
slightest evidence such condition, has suspicious 
cough, and especially should febrile symtoms detected, 
such pupil afflicted should sent his her home, 
with the reason given for its temporary dismissal. 

Again, child affected with headaches should 
forced study during such attacks, and should these 
attacks frequent then the case should removed from 
school until entirely relieved its trouble. order 
the better able detect diseases the schoolroom 
every teacher should familiar with the workings 
clinical thermometer, and should required carry one 
part his her equipment, and use when fever 
suspected. 

much personal cleanliness the bed rock 
all sanitation, and all children are not blest alike with 
proper appreciation this most excellent blessing, 
behooves the teacher inspect all suspects filth and 
insist radical change habits where slovenliness 
detected. 

Short, yet pungent, discourses should given the 
classes, which the necessity for frequent ablutions 
should emphasized. Especially should the hands 
the pupil inspected, from time time, and when dirty 
nails are displayed correction should insisted on. 
Habits cleanliness, lasting through life, and very essen- 
tial the health and betterment individuals, can thus, 
and sometimes only thus, acquired through the proper 
attention and advice given the child school. 


Sweeping School Rooms. 

practice some schools detail children, from 
time time, sweep the schoolroom, preparatory 
having occupied the classes. Whether this done 
immediately after just before occupancy such room, 
the custom deprecated. Dust the natural con- 
sequence such exercise, and probably there dust 
found, anywhere, more teeming with bacteria than 
that swept from the floor schoolroom. Being in- 
haled the unsuspecting individual, and the bearer 
myriads germs great variety, the risk contracting 
infectious diseases from such dust becomes augmented. 

Where practical so, experienced janitor 
equipped with vacuum cleaner should assigned this 
particular duty, else the undertaking shoul dbe con- 
ducted under antiseptic precautions. 

Finally, the water supply intended for the use school 
children and its methods distribution should par- 
ticularly looked after. None but the purest water 
should allowed for the scholar, and should any sus- 
picion arise the quality the supply investiga- 
tion should made, and found contaminated such 
water should forbidden beverage. The purest 
water probably that obtained from artesian welis, 
from springs, from running streams, after proper filtra- 
tion. That obtained from tanks and cisterns often 
doubtful purity; while water taken from shallow wells 
dangerous beverage for both child and teacher. 

Again, single cup glass should never used 
drink from large number children, haste its 
use often prevents its thorough cleansing after just being 
emptied. Asa rule, single every ten school chil- 

Many other subjects, from hygienic standpoint, might 
introduced this article, and some them already 
mentioned might dwelt advantage. The essen- 
tials, however, have been laid down and where properly 
observed they will tend the physical improvement the 
child. Should they deviated from any extent physical 
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deterioration sure follow. 

The child important factor the world’s make- 
up. stated before, become the future nation- 
builder, the teacher, and may the leader men and 
the moulder society. therefore well fortify him 
the threshold his usefulness with physical health and 
strength order enable him the better fulfill his 
destiny. the one hand, nothing will insure his happi- 
ness and usefulness much, his heart being the proper 
place, physical health. the other hand, nothing 
sure thwart his ambition and his usefulness phy- 
sical weakness and decay. For the girl, her mission 
life equally important the boy’s and probably more 
so. world trials awaits her; trials that will tax her 
endurance and her physical strength. well send 
her forth life healthy, strong and useful. Upon the 
hygiene the school depends great extent the issue.

how highly the prizes awarded thereat were valued; 
have but assured that Philip Macedon could rec- 
ord the receiving such prize the annals his king- 
dom incident equal importance with the birth 
heir his realm and the winning great victory 
his army. 

Reward and punishment have been aptly denominated 
eminent educator our own day: “the secular arm 
the majesty Without them law ineffectual 
almost menacing degree. They sustain and are its 
necessary accompaniments. Remove them, and who 
obeys? The law-giver who attaches sanction his 
legislation is, for the masses, sound and nothing more. 
our own day frequently hear proclaimed broad- 
cast that men should right and shun wrong because 
right right and wrong wrong; but can any these 
“Modernists” cite instance where duty for duty’s sake 
alone has inspired noble deeds 

Has not the inspiration proceeded rather from the fact 
that somewhere underlying that duty there authori- 
tative—yea, Divine Legislator who has the right im- 
pose this duty? 

the expression tender Father’s will for and its 
fulfillment merit the reward His approbation, the 
highest and holiest all inspiration? 

Many our pupils, however, have gradually led 
up, teaching and example, this appreciation, 
think safe convinced from the start that the 
Class which penalties are not attached infraction 
law which rewards are not offered for application 
and orderly conduct Class which exists nowhere ex- 
cept Utopia, the unpractical brain dreamy 
theorists. 

there are very few Christians the world who 
would persevere were duty for its own dear sake alone the 
maxim for civic and domestic conduct, find only 
minimum pupils who are enamored study 
pursue solely for its own sweet sake. Hence, 


confident that most esteemed audience will admit 
that prizes are incentive study and sustained efforts 
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Class Work and Deportment. And this true not only 
the Primary Grades, where incentives are almost 
absolute necessity, but even the very highest Classes 
our Parochial Schools and Academies. 

However, order that said prizes produce the best 
possible results for the mental and moral development, 
seems that they should judiciously selected, 
comparatively few, and awarded for sustained results and 
not for spasmodic efforts. There doubt, for instance, 
that understood that there but one first 
prize Class, with distinction for the second merit, 
there will more general enthusiasm individual 
benefit than were foregone conclusion, were, 
that each pupil would receive prize irrespective his 
merits—as sometimes actually verified practice 
many our institutions. The awarding prizes too 
promiscuously undoubtedly detracts from value and 
is, think, one the greatest disadvantages. Another 
that might cited rewarding for success rather than 
for effort—thus making end what should only 
means. 

may also urged that there something unworthy 
man the attitude one who led only the hope 
reward the fear punishment. Yet would 
fain believe that who refrains from wrong because 
moved apprehension hope not one iota less 
worthy than who does because his reason assures 
him that more beautiful thing act ethically than 
otherwise. the first instance have act ho- 
mage superior Being, and, the second, implied 
worship self; the one reverent Christian, the 
other self-sufficient egotist. 

That may our happy privilege—as Religious 
Teachers—to co-operate with the Divine Master, the Peer- 
less Pedagoge (for where was there ever such Teacher) 
let become “as little children” His very own school— 
and proceeding daily onward and upward our Gradua- 
tion Day, may present our Diploma for having “in- 
structed many unto justice” with the words:

DREN HEAR MASS AND RECEIVE 
THE SACRAMENTS. 

The problem the age the child. The world knows 


that the condition the State and society depends 


its children. The Church wiser than the world. She 
knows what the future ignores, that the happiness both 
this life and the future life depends upon the training 
children. Her doctrine education shows her conviction, 
and her practice proves her consistency. 

Now, our children need training not merely doctrine: 
they need what may call practice. practice 
meant here prayer, whether public private, and the use 
the Sacraments. 

may worth while describe the methods em- 

ployed one our city parishes and relate the efforts 
and 
this parish, like most others, there children’s 
Mass Sunday nine o’clock. All the children the 
must attend this Mass. first found hard 
secure attendance. Some parents chose bring their 
with them the other Masses. Some found the 
our inconvenient. the beginning, 1906, had 
attendance about 100 out the 600 children 
school age resident the parish. 

Those children behaved rather badly. They did not 
know the service. They had prayer-book, or, they 
had, they did not know how use it. 
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prepared method hearing Mass for the chil- 
dren. The prayers were near possible translation 
the prayers the sacred liturgy. They were short 
and simple. tried use monosyllables far 
possible. Thoses prayers and few hymns were printed 
tough cardboard, and placed racks the pews. 
trained the children Sunday school sing the hymns 
dread the prayers aloud. Then began our public 
rendering following the service. When the priest 
appears the sactuary, the children stand and recite this 
prayer aloud: 

Prayer Before Mass. 


This church the house God. have come here 
worship Him offering the holy sacrifice the Mass. 
offer this holy sacrifice, Lord, adore Thee, praise 
Thee, thank Thee, atone for sins and obtain 
from Thee virtue, health, and happiness for myself and for 
all friends.

SISTINE MADONNA—RAPHAEL

legion, there none greater than the Sistine Madonna 
Raphael. represents the apex all religious art. 
Raphael’s Madonna, especially this one, belongs 
special epoch, particular religious creed. They 
exist for all time and for all mankind, because they pre- 
sent immortal truth form that makes universal 
The Sistine Madonna

soars above our 


ideal womanly beauty; and yet, strange say, de- 


spite this universality, she gives each individual the 
impression that, owing some special affinity, has 
the privilege wholly understanding her.” 

The Madonna heavenly creature. She seems lost 
profound thought concerning the mystery her di- 
ine missions, for child enthroned her arms whose 
divine character depicted his childish features, 

hile the depth and majesty his eyes express his 
destiny the Savior the world. this picture 
Raphael has united his deepest thought, his profound- 
est insight and his complete loveliness. “The majestic 
Child, cradled His mother’s arms and looking out 
with grave wonder the world; the Divine Virgin, 
with the serene brow and mystic light the eyes, have 
glory that not earth.” 

The complete picture (our illustration giving only the 
two principal figures) reveals the Madonna standing 
the clouds, the midst countless host angels— 
cherubs’ heads filling all the surrounding space, while 


St. Sixtus kneels the left and St. Barbara the 
right. The picture framed green curtains which 
have, were, been drawn aside suddenly, and 
see vision that for all time. The venerable Pope 
Sixtus lifts his devout old face heaven, while St. 
Barbara smiles down two cherubs who have, 
were, strayed from the angel band, and, resting their 
faces their hands, look with big wistful eyes. 

This said the last Madonna that Raphael 
painted. The Madonna’s face was doubt part in- 
spired by, and recollection of, the face the unknown 
maiden whom Raphael loved. This picture was painted 
1518 for the monastery San Sisto, Piacenza, 
Italy, and was probably ordered the Cardinal the 
monastery. 1753 was sold the friars Au- 
gustus Elector Saxony, for forty thousand dollars, 
and has since been the chief attraction the Dresden 
Gallery. Like the great portraits Raphael’s latter years, 
this altar-piece painted canvas and reveals the 
same rich color, the same golden tones and transparent 
shadows. The picture was received with great joy 
Dresden, the Elector moving his throne order 
place the most advantageous position his throne- 
room. The story that the famous Correggio, viewing 
this painting, exclaimed with pride, “I, too, art- 
ist!” “It interesting sit the Dresden Gallery 
alone, before the Sistine Madonna, which has the face 
the beloved Margherita (Raphael’s sweetheart) and 
note the hush that comes upon the people when they 
pass over the threshold. They seem enter into the 
feelings the artist. said that many poor and 
lonely woman, bent with years, has wept before this 
painting. The eyes the Virgin look you, but they 
not see you. The eyes are thinking—looking back 
into her past with its mysteries; looking forward, per- 
chance, into veiled but significant future. These eyes, 
once seen, are never forgotten, and you again and 
again look them.”

You not—at least hope 
you not—wait for the calf bawl before you feed it. 
The man from whom you buy the machine will tell you 
when and how oil it; follow his instructions. 

Never operate machine when the bolts are loose.

kerosene gasoline bath will remove the gum and dirt. 
Then supply fresh, clean oil. Where there very deli- 
cate adjustment, grain sand will injure the parts. 
Therefore keep the oil clean that dirt will get 
that way. 

Before putting machine away the end the sea- 
son, paint the wood and iron parts where the paint 
worn off; parts which should kept bright and unpaint- 
may greased; all cutting parts should kept 
bright and sharp. dull sickle will not cut the hay 
properly quickly, will spoil the temper the op- 
erator, and will ruin the sickle.

most boys and girls the woods December appear 
cold and desolate; they see but the naked landscape 
with its bare trees and somber coverings. The grayed 
and aged aspect overwhelms them with its emptiness, 
and little there that appeals them. Perhaps most 
them would quite surprised know that score 
more birds spend the winter these uninviting 
woodlands and that this, when the trees are stripped 
their leafy garments, excellent time for bird 
study. 

the middle December, most the migrant 
species will gone and have with only the ever- 
present permanent residents and the winter visitants. 
These, because the kind food they eat, may 
divided into three classes: 

First, the larger birds prey, the owls, which prey 
upon field mice, sparrows and insects. Hawks, which are 
chiefly flesh-eating birds and live upon mice, birds, moths 
and caterpillars, and occasionally crows and buzzards, 
remain thruout the winter. 

the second class, may put those birds that get 
their food principally from the products insect life 
deposited the bark trees, and small per cent 
from nuts, seeds and berries. Cocoons and beetles are 
eaten them. They might termed the insect-eat- 
ing birds. this class belong the downy and hairy 
woodpeckers, brown creepers, titmice, nuthatches and 
chickadees. 

The third class are almost wholly seed-eating birds. 
When December snows cover the bleak woodlands, you 
will find them usually flocks, flying thru the meadows, 
settling down here and there, pulling away the seed 
heads the weeds above the snows. this class are 
the sparrows, goldfinches, juncos and horned larks. 

few winter residents are found most localities. 
These have come down from the north spend their 
winters milder climate and where food more 
abundant. The most common these winter visitors 
are the tree sparrows, red-polls, show-buntings and 
golden-crowned kinglets. Except the last mentioned, 
they are almost wholly seed-eating species.

dents adapted themselves their environment, but 
the selection their homes and lodgings well. The 
hollow trees and thickets shelter the larger birds while 
the smaller seed-eating species nestle close the earth 
under raised tussock little hollowed places, snugly 
covered with long grasses and leaves. 

change their plumage has also taken place, hav- 
ing grown thick and warmer. many the various 
species that winter here you will observe that the colors 
have slightly changed. They are more faded and 
dued. The bluejays, nuthatches, chickadees and titmice, 
all which have much gray their plumage, harmonize 
beautifully with the dull grays wood and field and 
the blue winter skies. The male gold finches dof- 
fing their yellow coats for the quiet grays and browns 
have the protective coloring adapted the season. The 
snow- buntings, sparrows and juncos their modest at- 
tire match well the bleached leaves and gray tree 
branches. The cardinal alone being the one winter 
resident that gives brilliancy the landscape, his crim- 
son body signal color flame, fires wood and tield 
passes thru them. 

While writing this (November 1912) the snow 
falling soft flakes and can hear the sharp screech- 
ing calls the jays the oaks, only few rods away. 
They will help themselves the acorns, storing few 
for winter use. The golden crowned kinglets are here, 
clearing both fruit and forest trees, freeing them 
insect life. But thinking the winter should 
severe and lay blanketed under heavy snows for several 
months, most the birds will need some help getting 
their food supply. 

The birds prey will take care themselves, but 
the insect-eating class may need some additional help, 
for insects are scarce during the winter season. Wood- 
peckers, whose food seventy per cent animal, will 
glad for the bones, cartilages and waste scraps from 
your table. Chickadees and nuthatches are fond 
meaty foods; little suet fastened the trees will bring 
them your dooryard. Birds whose food largely 
vegetable like the nutritious seeds winter. Gold 
finches, juncos and bluejays will enjoy the sunflower 
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and flax seeds you may furnish them. not un- 
common thing the winter season have several days 
sleet and snow, when the landscape covered with 
sheet ice. During this time the food supply the 
birds practically cut off. Weed heads, shrubs, trees, 
all alike are wrapped thick coating ice, too hard 
and cold for weak-billed birds break. then that 
the birds need your help. few feeding stations estab- 
lished near your town may the means saving the 
lives many birds. the country they will come 
the barn and door-yards where they can supplied 
with seeds, vegetable parings, bones and cartilage. 
the towns and cities the boys and girls can greater 
service for humanity than caring for these little 
feathered creatures that help beneficially preserve 
the balance nature.

Identify the birds that remain all the year—the 
permanent residents: Bluejay, nuthatch, woodpeckers, 
song and English sparrows, goldfinches, titmice, chicka- 
dees, cardinal, sparrowhawks, owls, crows, larks. 

Identify the birds that remain here only thru the 
winter: Tree sparrows, prairie horned larks, juncos, 
winter wrens, redpolls, etc.

talent, who held high rank his native city. Raphael’s 
childhood home was the midst the snowy peaks 
the Apennines, looking toward the beautiful waters 
the blue Adriatic. Thus grew amid scenery 
likely very impressive his beauty-loving soul. 
was only eight years old when his mother died. 
His father was his first instructor, and very soon the 
young pupil showed extraordinary talent; but when the 
boy was only eleven, his father died. was then 
brought his uncle. 

was sent study under the famous artist Peru- 
gino when was sixteen and remained with him for 
several years. few pictures painted during this period 
have come down and are very interesting because 
they reveal his own style painting. There is, 
course, the manner his master Perugino, but, min- 
gled with it, some those qualities which were particu- 
larly his own, and which his after-life developed into ex- 
cellence; and nothing these early pictures re- 
markable the gradual improvement his style, and 
his early fondness for his favorite subject, the Madonna 
and Child. 

Raphael visited the city Florence when was 
twenty-one. that time was handsome youth, 


slight figure, five feet eight inches tall, with dark 
brown eyes and hair, perfect teeth, the most gracious 
manners and the kindest hearts. Everywhere 
made friends. was received into the finest homes 
the city, asked paint pictures for their owners, and 
treated with the greatest consideration.

Florence saw representations the work 
Vinci and Michelangelo which filled his mind with 
new and bold ideas. his twenty-fifth year when 
these men were the height their fame, and many 
years older than himself, had already become cele- 
brated from one end Italy the other. was the 
most cultured painter his time, absorbing every form 
beauty and embodying again his immortal 
works. One his best known pictures the “Madonna 
the which has probably been copied oftener 
than any other picture the world. The “Madonna 
the Goldfinch,” the “Madonna Del Granduca,” “La 
Belle Jardiniere” and the famous frescoes Rome are 
among his important works. died 1520.

Catholic should lay heart most valuable 
suggestion made the “Casket,” Antigonish, 
concerning the development the literary taste their 
pupils. Promising that our young men and women, after 
receiving Catholic education, know and care little about 
Catholic authors, our contemporary voices the suspicion 
that Catholic teachers have followed short-sighted policy 
trying give their pupils taste for nothing but the 
school classics literature. 

English literature and will ever Protestant, said 
Protestant,’ says Augustine Birrell. 
seems that the Catholic teacher should not 
content with showing his pupils the beauties the great 
masters, while the same time warning them against the 
errors which the works those masters contain. 
should introduce their notice and urge them read 
many other authors who, though they may not occupy 
niche the temple fame, have written things far 
more value faith and morals than much that has been 
written the great masters. 

find our college and convent graduates reading the 
popular novels and the cheap magazines. Their teachers 
never advised this, but since see likely the 
case, why not tell them the class room something our 
Catholic popular novels and our Catholic periodicals 
which have now such abundant variety? Only the 
other day excellent woman was telling her anxiety 
about her daughters’ reading, how she wished she knew 
what books throw their way, and on. She knew 
all about the great masters, course, for she was herself 
high-class convent school, but she felt that 
these were not the authors whom the occasion required, 
and she knew others suited Catholic family. The 
thought have expressed the foregoing paragraphs 
occurred then; her school days weer over, indeed, 
but she was still touch with her old teachers; could they 
not act literary advisors this case? But, then, they 
would need know something Catholic popular litera- 
ture themselves, and the question arises, they? Lives 
the saints and devotional books they are, course, 
familiar with, but have they hand list good Catholic 
novels likely interest young people? they have 
first-hand acquaintance with such books, they might have 
second-hand acquaintance, derived from the reviewing 
pages periodicals where reviewing carefully done. 

Whatever the case and whatever the remedy, the 
fact remains that Catholic families not read enough 
Catholic literature. have friends but non-Catholics 
dangerous for Catholic, since may lead him uncon- 
sciously form opinions which are decidedly un-Catholic 
influenced our companionship.

And our young Catholic men and women not get 
acquainted with any literature except this, their only 
grip upon their faith gradually fading recollection 
the catechism lessons childhood, occasional sermon 
listened inattentively and infrequent, perhaps luke- 
warm. reception the sacraments, there danger that 
their faith, does not die inanition, will too weak 
transmitted another generation.

Egypt—Egyptian civilization came into mortal conflict 
with that the Tigris-Euphrates valley; the latter won.

Persia—Cyrus united the Medes and Persians and with 
combined forces attacked Babylon; mighty Babylon, proud 
London the past, fell; Persia won. 

Cyrus subdued Lydia, Egypt, Asia, and established the 
great Persian empire. Cyrus fell battle against the 
Scythians under their war-like queen Tomyris. His 
trunkless head was immersed tub blood com 
mand the desperate queen, whose heart fatally wounded 
the tragic death her son, sought alleviation hel- 
lish revenge. “He ever thirsted for blood; well, let him 
have his fill,’ said Tomyris. ended Cyrus the Great, 
conqueror the Orient, founder the Persian Empire.

Persian Invasion—The East grappled with the West.

Sparta Aids Athens—Narrow, jealous, military Sparta

Spartan swords were decisively devoted cause—that 
cause won. Many unnamed Leonidas fought and died 
for Sparta. 

Athens—Athens, city the Acropolis crowned the 
Parthenon; City Euripides, Aeschylus, Sophocles, Aris- 
tophanes, Demosthenes, Socrates, Plato, Aristatle, Phi- 
dias and Pericles; city, too, Alcibiades and all that this 
typically Athenian character stands for; city fair gods 
and goddesses, Eleusinian mysteries, Bhaccic orgies; 
city the Great Plague. 
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War With Sparta—The mutual jealousies and animosi- 
ties between Sparta and Athens smouldering since the 
close the Persian wars last broke out into open 
violence. The long, wasting, useless, Hellas-suicidal Pelo- 
penessian war began. Arginusae, Syracuse, 
mark the mournful, fratricidal eminences this strug- 
gle: Sparta won. 

Thebes sprang into ten years’ prominence under her 
one great man, Epaminondas. Epaminondas longed 
for Thebes what Pernicles had done for Athens. But war 
broke out; Leuctra and Mantinea were Theban victories 
indeed, but the latter was too dearly bought. Thebes’ 
one great man, Epaminondas, lay dead the battlefield 
Mantinea. Thebes had lost winning. 

Philip Macedon grew powerful the north. Dis- 
tracted Greece fell easy prey superior army tactics 
and military equipment. The battle Chaeronea marked 
the downful Hellas and the dominance Philip 
Macedon, father Alexander the Great. 

Alexander the Great—Greece, Scythia, Illyria, Thebes, 
Asia Minor, Egypt, Persia, Asia, the known world, bent, 
fell and last lay prostrate under the iron dominance 
Alexander the Great. Granicus, Issus, Arbela bloodily pro- 
claimed him Lord the world. 

And then—this splendid madman, aged thirty-two, wept 
because there were more kingdoms for him con- 
quer, and his burning life-forces, thwarted further out- 
ward activities, turned upon his own heart and killed 
him. Babylon, city old and wise and weary, died 
the world-victor his own o’ermastering excesses. 
could conquer the world, but not his own passions. “Who 
strong? who subdues his passions,” says the Tal- 
mud. Then indeed was Alexander the Great not strong. 

Are the world-estimates greatness all wrong? Did 
some glimmer this truth come the dying conqueror 
when lay impotent amid world-opulence, helplessly 
powerless the grasp pain and death? know not. 

When asked whom left his throne, Alexander’s 
reply “To the strongest” seems enigmatic. Was irony 
that said these words, knowing that regardless his 
wishes the strongest would prevail, was admiration 
world-conquering strength, “the ruling passion strong 
death?” Perhaps the latter—truly man dies lives. 

Alexander’s death was followed the dreary Wars 
the Succession, which finally resulted the establishment 
the Seleucidae Asia, the Ptolemies Egypt, and the 
descendants Philip Macedonia. 

Rome—From Rome wilderness Rome, Mistress 
the World, leads way five hundred years’ struggle 
with the Temple Janus closed only twice during that 
period. conquest over the Gauls, three Samnite 


wars, war with Magna Graecia aided Pyrrhus, 
Rome won Italy. 

the three Punic wars, Rome won Sicily, Spain, 
Northern Africa and obtained control the Western 
Mediterranean; the three Macedonian wars, Rome won 
Macedonia, Greece, and obtained control the Eastern 
Mediterranean; the conquests Sulla and Pompey 
the east, Rome extended her Asiatic conquests far 
the Euphrates River; the conquests Julius Caesar 
the northwest, Rome Gaul, Germany and 
Great Britain; the defeat Anthony and Cleopatra 
the battle Actium, Octavius Caesar became sole and 
supreme ruler the Roman Empire.
